GIVES A.B. AND B.S. DEGREES 


The Newark Institute of Arta and 
Sclences Will Co-operate—-The 
Work to Begin. at Once.

For the first time in the history of 

New Jersey young women of that State 
will be able to begin a college course 
thia Fall. New York University, in co- 
operation .with the Newark. Institute of 
Arts and Sciences, will offer there the 
freshman year of its course in arts and 
aciences leading to the A. B. and B. S. 
degrees, and fallowing its general policy 
of extending higher education to all the 
university will open this course to 
women as well as men. This step narks 
the entering wedge into what is probably 
the last stronghold of educationa! .con- 
servatism in the United States. 
, That New Jersey should .be perhaps 
the last State in the country to have a 
college course open to women is the 
more surprising simee there are, and 
have been for many years, many oppor- 
tunities for higher education for men. 
Princeton University, originally estab- 
lished at Newark and later moved to its 
pregent site at Princeton, N. J., and 
Rutgers College at New Brunswick haye 
long conducted courses in arts and aci- 
ences; and Stevens Inatitute of Tech- 
nology at Hoboken meets the demand 
for training in the various branches of 
engineering. In addition to these there 
are the professional schools, such as the 
New Jersey Law School, Drew Theo- 
logical Seminary, and others. 

None of splendidly endowed and 
equipped institutions has opened its 
doors te women, if the special Summer 
courses conducted with State aid at 
Rutgere is excepted. Fur girls gradu- 
ating from the high schools, the only 
higher education available has been 
that given by the State normal schools

Their retirement 
would, as a tter of facty have to be 
made to a poifit where they were prac- 
tically aligned with the troops to the 
north, which would mean that their 
new position would be somewhere near 
the line of the: road from Peronne to 
Athies, the extension of the Peronne-

They 
blasted the first line to pieces at Loos 
and Champagne just a year ago, only 
to find the stone wall of the second 
line, and they did not have. sufficient 
reserve forcé.left to overturn it 
* Does this mean that the Germans 
have carried- their defense system all 
the way back to their own frontier? 
It is practically impossible, even with 
our conception of German thorough- 
ness. * Aerial photographs which have 
been taken by the allied airmen and 
reproduced in numerous publications 
in this country, show distinctly the 
second and third lines. No evidence 
appears in them of any field fortifica- 
tions between Peronne and St. Quen- 
tin. Whether these exist cannot be 
stated positively, but the probabilities 
are that they do not. 

About St. Quentin the photographs 
show a perfect and powerful defensive 
system. The country between shows 
nothing. If this is really the case, and 
there is no reason to doubt it, then thefe 
is now in the French front nothing to 
stop their advance but such trenches 
~ may be hastily constructed under 

re. 

As hard a blow as the German line 
has yet suffered was delivered by the 
British on Friday. The British attack 
came, not on an isolated part of their 
line, but on the entire front which has 
been engaged since early July in the 
From Thiepval 
to Combles, the British infantry 
charged forward and advanced’ to. a 
depth varying from a few yards to 
two miles. This attack was to be ex- 
pected after the French effort which 
cut Combles off from the south. The 
next logical step was for the British 
to strike from:the north; and if they 
were only moderately successful, Com- 
bles would be placed in a position from 
which it could not be extricated. 

The British object as far as Combles 
is concerned was not qiite accom- 
plished. They did advance in an east- 
erly direction at the north of the town 
and take almost all of the Woods of 
BouJeaux, which He just to the north- 
west, and in doing so brought their 
lines closer around the city.

cy. This plan was evolved not only to 
naturalize and unify the currency, which 
had theretofore consisted of notes is- 
sued by State banks, but as welt: to 
create -a market for United States 
bonds, and. in this way to sustain their 
yalue. It was entirely successful for the 
latter purpose, but has outworn its use- 
fulness a8 a banking system because of 
its entire want of elasticity. 

The Federal Reserve act is the result 
of a long discussion by. statesmen, 
financiers, economists, and bankers, and 
is a constructive measure based upor 
and growing out of: many bills..which 
have been introduced within the past 
twenty .years. Under it twelve. cities, 
known as Federal Reserve cities, are 
established, and the (continental). United 
States is divided into twelve geograph- 
ical districts, each district containing 
one of the reserve cities. |

he was returned for that county in 1880, 

and became Premier for the second time ; 

became Premier the third time in 1886, 

and a fourth time in 1892. During his 

tenure of office, he introduced and car- 
ried a great number of important meas- 


Liberal ranks to carry his pet ‘measure 
of home rule for Ireland, so he retired 
from office into private life in 1895, and 
spent his last days chiefly in literary 
work, the fruit of which, added to earlier 
works, gives evidence of the breadth of 
his sympathies and the extent of his 
; scholarly attainments. Being seized by 
(a fatal malady, his strong constitution 
gradually sank under it, and he died at 
Hawarden, May 19, -1898, and was

ga mh one of the occupations enu- 
merated in Section 2, or who is in the 
service: of-an employer whose principal 
busingss. is that of carrying_on or con- 
ducting a hazardous employment upon 
the premises or at the plant, or in the 
course of his employment away from the 


| plant of his employer; and. shall not in- 


weal farm. laborers or domestic serv- 
ants. 

Therefore, a traveling salesman, if 
injured, would be entitled to compensa- 
tion provided his employer was, at the 
time of the accident, pusraet in one of 
the businesses describ as hazardous 
in Section 2 of the act, as follows: 

“* Hazardous employments,’ including 
construction, maintenance and operation 
of steam and street railroads ; telegraph; 
telephone, and other electrical. construc. 
tion, installation, or operation: foun- 
dries, machine shops, and power plarits; 
stone cutting or dressing; manufact- 
urers, tanneries, laundries, printing, and 
bookbinding ; mipbaing and repair, 
and the use of véssels in intrastate com- 
merce; work in mines, quarries, tunnels, 
subways, shaft sinking, &c.; engineering 
work, and the construction, -repair 
and. demolition of buildings and bridges;

Judging from the opinions of the 
brokers who know the apartment house 
sitvation in New York City, many per- 
sons ‘are likely to be without homes on 
Manhattan Island this Winter. If that 
is a bit extravagant, it may be modified 
by -saying thet, if apartment house 
dwellers, they will be forced to.take 
what they can get and not what they 
may want. 

Never. before has there been such a 
searcity of apartment house space -on 
Manhattan Island. In another mode of 
expression it means that never before 
ha@ve so: many apartments of all kinds 
been leased at this time of the year. 
According to the leading brokers on 
both the east and west sides, the present 
condition is an unprecedented one in 
New York City. Fewer apartments are 
being ‘advertised for rent simply be- 
cause there is nothing to rent and those 
that are being advertised by the agents 
or owners ‘have, it was admitted last 
week, very few vacancies, in many 
cases only one. Renting bégan early 
and those who desired large suites in 
choice localities were among the first 
applicants. In ‘the expensive houses of 
Park Avenue this was especially notice- 
able, In that quarter of the town price 
apparently was no object. Suites of 
$5,000 to $10,000 and over were rented 
just as readily as those of the $1,000 to 
$2,000 type; Some idea of this demand 
may be seen from the fact: that the 
tallest of new apartments this season, 
the seventeen- -story structure on the 
Park Avenue block, west side, between 
Fifty-fifth and Fifty- -sixth Streets, was 
entirely rented from the ‘plans by the 
middle of May. .It was a remarkable 
example of full renting at an early date, 
but it is only one of many large houses 
which have had. no vacancies for many 
weéeks.: . 

The full rental- situation is just as 
true of the older as of the new houses. 
As a matter of. fact there has actually 
‘beén less moving from old to new 
buildings than in former years. What 
the east side renting possibilities are 
miay be gleaned, by stating that, from 
the agent’s book last Friday, there was 
but one vacancy in the new Park Ave- 
nue house on the southwest corner of 
Fifty-eighth Street, two vacancies in 
the new house at 106 East Eighty-fifth 
Street, one at 563 Park Avenue, two 
at 11 East Sixty-eighth Street, two at 
829 Park Avenue, three at 320 to 330 
Park Avenue, and four at 32 Bast Six- 
ty-fourth Street. 

The two riew nine-story houses at 138 
to 144 East Thirty-sixth Street, between 
Lexington and Third Avenues, fur- 
nished another striking evidence of 
renting conditions. Divided into suites 
of three to six rooms, ranging from 
$800- to. $2,000, every one of the sixty- 
three suites in the buildings was taken 
by Sept. 10.

One 
of the largest renting agencies on the | 
west side stated a few days ago that 
there was only 3 per cent. of vacancies 
in west side apartment houses of. all 
kinds, including the great upper Wam- 
ington Heights section. 

In many houses, also, rents have been 
raised about 5 per cent., but it has led 
to few removals, and there have been 
several cases of sub-leases.in thé newer 
houses at a bonus. For the owners and 
brokers it is a most satisfactory con- 
dition. By. Oct. 1 the statement.may be 
safely made that, as far as Manhattan 
is concerned, its multitude of multi- 
family houses have never. before been 
populated so close to their maximum 
capacity.

An important link of the new subway 
system .connecting Jackson Avenue Sta- 
tion in the Borough of Queens’ direct 
with the Grand Central Station in Kast 
Forty-second. Street .was opened to the 
public on-Monday last. It is expected 
that this extension will promote a more 
rapid residential and commercial growth 
in the Borough of Queens.

THREE-FAMILY HOUSES. 


New Plan for Keeping Premises in 
Good Condition, 


As a result of conferences which have 
been held between members of the Ad- 
visory Council of Real Estate Interests 
and the Tenement House Committees of 
the Charities Organization Society and 
the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities, with 
regard to the. three-family house mat- 
ter, a plan has been evolved whereby 
the responsibility for keeping premises 
in good condition will be imposed not 
ehtirely ‘upon the owner, as has been 
the case in the past. 

It has been the custom to hold’ prop- 
erty owners liable for any infractions 
or violations of the tenement house law, 
regardless of the fact as to whether the 
owner or the tenant is actually respon- 





| sible, 


This has resulted in considerable in- 
justice, because property owners cannot 
be constantly on the premises which 
they own, nor can they maintain such 
a strict and rigid supervision as would 
prevent tenants from committing public 
nuisances. 

During the Summer the special Three- 
Family House Committee of the Advis- 
and the Tenement House 
Committees, which consist of Messrs. 
Frank Bailey, William M. Calder, Dar- 
win R. James, Jr., Cyrus C. Miller, 
Frederic B. Pratt, and Alfred T. White, 
have endeavored to effect a compromise 
on the modifications of the tenement 
house law, whereby it will. be possible 
to make less the construction cost of 
houses of this character. 

Legislation will undoubtedly be intro- 
duced in Albany this year so as to effect 
this purpose, but primarily the Tene- 
ment House Committee of the Brooklyn 
Bureau of Charities has worked out 
the following plan for shifting the re- 
sponsibility of observing the require- 
ments of the tenement house law in 
part to the tenant. In order that the 
attitude of the Tenement House Com- 
mittee may be thoroughly understood 
Mr. John C. Gebhart, Secretary of the 
Brooklyn branch, has sent the follow- 
ing letter to the Advisory Council: 

“ Some time ago we told you that our 
committee had been working on a plan 
for holding the tenant responsible for 
certain unsanitary conditions. Our first 
plan was to secure an amendment to 
the tenement house law, which would 
place more definite responsibility upon 
the tenant. Commissioner Murphy held, 
however, that such an amendment was 
unnecessary and that he has now power 
enough to. proceed against the tenant 
for unsanitary practices. He, there- 
fore, agreed to draw up a list of orders 
which could, be served upon the tenant 
and to instruct the inspectors when: they 
discovered such violation of the law to 
serve notice directly upon the tenant, 
thus holding him responsible for the un- 
sanitary conditions. 

“ This, you understood, is an entirely 
new departure in tenement house law 
enforcement. Heretofore no _ written 
orders have been issued on the tenants. 
They have from time to time been given 
verbal instructions as to obstructing 
fire escapes and other practices which 
are against the law and which endanger 
the health and comfort of the other ten- 
ants. In this way, however, we hope 
to place fairly definite ree meine 4 
upon the tenant. 

“If it occurs to’ you that there are 
some offenses for which the tenant 
might be held, and which are not on this 
list of orders, I shall appreciate it if you 
will tell me of them. This plan is only 
in\an experimental stagé and any eug- 
gestions which real estate men can 
offer will be gladly considered. I know 


.jthat you agree with us that this is an 


important step both in relieving the 
owner of unjust burdens, which have 
been placed upon him, and in teaching 
the tenant by forceful means what his 
duties and responsibilities are toward 
the landlord and’ toward the com- 
munity. 


New Public Vocational School. 

The Marble Arch Company has been 
given the contract by the city for the 
new public vocational school to be erect- 
ed at the northwest corner of Lexing- 
ton Avenue and Twenty-second Street, 
opposite’ the Sage Foundation ° offices. 
It will be a ten-story structure, 75 by 
100, and will cost- $190,000, according to 
estimates of C. B. J. Synder, architect 
for the Board of Education, who pre- 
pared the plans last year.

It Was a Triumph of the French Spirit, Says Noted Officer.

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the battle of the Marne was observed 
throughout France. In a pilgrimage to 
the scene of the turning of the tide for 
the French armies, French Headquar- 
ters’ officers emphasized the brilliant 
atrategy of General Fooh as the chief 
factor in the victory. The following 
article written for THe New York 
Times by General Malleterre, who was 
on the staff of General Joffre, and was 
wounded at the Marne, also emphasizes 
Foch’s part in the battle. - General Malle- 
terre was a Professor at the Ecole Mili- 
taire before the war, and is a recog- 
nized authority on military subjects.

the Marne and of the Argonne. 

Their main front was between Paris 
and Verdun. Their right wing formed 
a sort of oblique flank in Lorraine from 
Verdun to Nancy and the Vosges. The 
Belgian Army was shut up in the in- 
trenched camp of Antwerp, and the small 
English Army supported the extreme left 
of the French line, nearest Paris. 


The German, armies, upheld by a for- 


midable confi , drunk with victory 
and with pride, surged toward Paris, 
which the French Government had just 
left and which seemed to them incapable 
ef serious resistance. 

For the Germans, as for the neutral 
powers, the defeat of France seemed an 
accomplished fact. It appeared that the 
German plan must succeed, as it had 
been foreseen and prepared by the strat- 
egists of Berlin. 

On the 6th of September General Joffre 
addressed to his armies the famous Order 
of the Day which was destined to change 
the face of things. A few words, sub- 
lime in their brevity and their simplicity, 
were to suffice for turning Fortune 
toward Justice: 

At the t of rs t in a battle 
on which depends the safety of our country it 
is necessary to remind all that the time has 
passed for looking behind, that all efforts 
should be used in attacking and driving back 
the enemy. A group which can advance no 
further should, cos* what it may, keep the 
ground conquered and die upon it rather than 
retreat. In the present circumstances no 
faltering can be tolerated. 

At the appeal of its chief the French 
Army lowered a threatening head, threw 
itself forward. The Germans, surprised, 
stopped, sustained the unexpected shock. 
This was the battle of the Marne, which 
was to last six days. On Sept. 12 came 
the victory of the.Marne. And the Com- 
mander in Chief completed his Order of 
the Day of Sept. 6: 

The vigorous resumption of the offensive re- 
sulted in success. All, officers and soldiers, 
you have responded to my appeal, and you 
deserve thanks of our country. 

The victory of the Marne was an event 
which, from a military standpoint, is 
without precedent in history. It was not 
a victory like Austerlitz, Jena, or Water- 
loo, since the war continued and still 
continues. But it had a moral signifi- 
cance which made the certitude of vic- 
tory, so to speak, pass from one camp 
into the other. 

At the hour of writing these lines, 
when on the two battle fronts the strug- 
gle continues under forms which seem 
so contrary to modern conceptions of a 
great war and with a violence apparently 
increasing with time, the victory of the 
Marne remains the dominant fact. 

A victory is ordinarily the result of a 
lucky thought, of a clever manoeuvre, of 
a daring execution. It confirms the su- 
periority of a chief and his soldiers. 
Many victories have appeared to be sur- 
prises of hazard; chance, lucky or un- 
lucky, must always be considered. But 
history recognizes that the great suc- 
cesses come to those who have merited 
them. 

Studied only from the point of view of 
strategy and tactics, the victory of the 
Marne already may be considered as one

of those gallant battles where,- by the 
respective valor of the combatants, the 
advantage has suddenly turned to the 
side which at first seemed beaten. Ex- 
amples of this sort have not lacked in 
the annals of war. Praise may in the 
future be given more freely to the very 
wise ahd very opportune retreat of-our 
armies after the first engagements had 
proved that we were badly matched 
against very superior forces. 

It is certain that, in tearing his troops 
from the clinch and pressure of the Ger- 
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informed. as to what- was passing at 
Paris, von Kluck believed in a new and 
easy victory apd that there would always 
be time to return to Paris. Succeediig 
events disproved his calculations; but the 
fault goes back to the German General 
Staff, who had understood neither the 
danger to which it exposed the German 
prc patient oe oe 
row space between two fortresses, nor 
the offensive force and manoeuvring ca- 
pacity inherent in the French Army. 

It was not without reason, in fact, that

man offensive and in bringing them, 
with a singular perspicacity, on to the 
lines of the Marne and the Seine, between 
the intrenched camps of Paris and of 
Verdun, General Joffre has given proof 
of the master qualities of resolution and 
of sang froid which characterize a great 
commander. 

Supported by Paris and Verdun and 
the fortified lines of Lorraine, our armies 
could regain their breath, reinforce and 
fortify themselves, and resist steadily 
the assault of the 2,000,000 Germans who 
had invaded French territory. One might 
have been content during some time with 
this powerful defensive while waiting for 
the English to bring up new troops and 
the Russian offensive to manifest itself 
in Poland. The trick was far from lost. 
What has happened since on the Aisne 
would probably have happened on the 
Seine and on the Marne. 

The siege and fall of Paris, of which 
a momentary fear seized public opinion, 
was in reality impossible in the presence 
of an army whose left wing was sup- 
ported by the capital and which could at 
any moment intervene for its defense. 

Besides, the Germans, in spite of being 
hypnotized by the dream of entering 
Paris, avoided approaching it, and at 
first thought only of completing the de- 
feat and destruction of the armies fight- 
ing in retreat before them. It has been 
said since that this mistake of General 
von Kluck, in turning from Paris and 
marching against our left, was the initial 
cause of the German defeat. 


By all good military logic, he could not 


have acted otherwise, but, deceived by 
preceding successes and doubtless mis- 


General Joffre stopped the movement of 
retreat on the line fixed by himself, yn- 
der the protection of the exterior forts 
of the intrenched camp of Paris. He 
prepared, with the garrison, a new army, 
and called to him the army corps of Lor- 
raine. And when, on Sept. 6, he sprung 
his offensive, he already inclosed the 
body of the five German armies before 
him between two flank attacks, the one 
coming from Paris on the army of von 
Kluck, the other, from the Argonne, on 
the army of the Crown Prince. 

Strategy and tactics, therefore, play a 
great part in this admirable counter- 
offensive. And it is with reason that 
Joffre has been called the victor of the 
Marne. 

But there were other factors in deter- 
mining this victory. 

The officers and men who responded 
to the voice of the supreme chief, trans- 
mitting to them the call of the country 
in danger, had just undergone the hard- 
est of ordeals—the ordeal of defeat, the 
ordeal of retreat, the ordeal of hunger.

largely decreased since they have been 
unable to draw upon the unlimited re- 
sources of the German potash fields. 

Millions of electric light bulbs are used 
in the course of a month, and in the glass 
used in their manufacture large amounts 
ef potash are incorporated. The research 
men of the lamp factories, however, have 
found that soda, which ir allied to potash, 
can be made to replace it in the vitreous 
flux. In fact, it has been found even to 
be superior to the old petash glass, which 
seems destined to drop out of use in the 
electric light trade. 

Therefore the war has indirectly given 
an impetus to the making of soda derived 
from the ordinary salt—sodium chloride. 
Just as Germany has beneath its soil 
practically inexhaustible supplies of pot- 
ash, so from 1,000 to 3,000-feet beneath 
the s¢il of Michigan, Ohio, and Western 
New York there are beds of salt from 
80 to 400 feet in thickness. The exhibits 
at the Grand Central Palace will include 


for use in lenses for microscopes, cam- 
eras, and field glasses. 

The German quest for food substi- 
tutes has had a far-reaching effect on 
the production of organic chemicals in 
the New World. One company will show 
a new line of organic chemicals which 
are compounded from hydrocarbons 
and gases. Products which had their 
origin in petroleum, bone oil, and the 
distillation of wood will appear in a new 
guise through modern thaumaturgy. 

When the chemical engineers meet to 
discuss their experiences the “ Chemical 
Potentialities of the South ” will be care- 
fully considered in view of their import- 
ance to the nation. Dr. Charles H. Herty, 
President of the American Chemical 
Society and the Chairman of the Ad- 
visory Committee of the -Exposition, 
dealt with the subject as follows in a

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copper, iron, sinc, and ‘manganese; great 
deposits of petroleum, sulphur, salt, asb 

and fuller’s earth; naval stores from our 
Pine. forests; an unequaled supply of almost 
pure cellulose from our cotton fields; the 
still greater possibilities which lie ahead in 
the cottonseed Industry; the water powers 
still awaiting development fer electro-chem- 
ieal industries—mere mention of these thrills 
the hearts of those who love and believe in 
the South. 

The amount of barium used in painting 
and the industrial arts which the South 
has contributed in the last few months is 
enormous.. Before the war the United 
States imported 40,000 tons of the ele- 
ment in various forms. The States of 
Kentucky, Virginia, Tennessee, and Mis- 
souri have developed large supplies of it, 
and there have been established in Ten- 
nessee large plants for the conversion of 
the mineral into crude products. Besides 
the rich stores of barytes which the 
South has yielded, are kaolin, bauxite, a 
source of aluminium; talc, zinc, dolomite, 
manganese, and feldspar. 

The solution of the nitrate problem 
for the South is largely a matter of wa- 
ter power, for the material can be ob- 
tained from the air. A Scandinavian 
process for the manufacture of nitric 
acid from this source is being used in 
South Carolina by the Southern Power 
Company, of which James B. Duke is 
the head. When water power is especial- 
ly abundant, as in flood times, the plant 
is operated with great economy, and 
from four to five tons of nitric acid are 
produced each day. 

One of the nation’s great needs in time 
ef war would be nitrates for explosives, 
and it has been suggested that quantities 
of the Chilean product be brought here 
by the Government and stored. The 
derivation of nitrogen from "the air haa, 
however, reached far more than an ex- 
perimental stage, and under the stimulus 
of military necessity it would be pos- 
sible to obtain supplies of this element 
by the fixation of the atmosphere. It is 
known that several large organizations, 
such as the General Chemical Company 
of this city, have been obtaining atmos- 
pheric ammonia and nitrogen compounds, 
and that their laboratories have been 
busy with problems which are the direct 
outcome of the war. 

Both the South and the West have 
in the last few months been producing 
zinc in greater quantities. The new elec- 
trolytic process of one Missouri company 
is producing fifteen tons of pure zinc a 
day. Most of this is sent abroad to war 
munition factories. No one has ever 
thought of the United States as a tung- 
sten-producing country, yet in the first 
six months of 1916 a supply was forth- 
coming in this country greater than that 
produced by any other nation for a year. 
The supply of the tungstic oxide was 
8,291 short tons, valued at $9,123,000. 

The demand for aluminium for _ war 

purposes was stimulated to such an ex- 
tent that several American plants were 
established soon after the conflict be- 
gan, and before many months their out- 
put was being shipped to the Allies, 
There have come into use many alumin- 
ium alloys, such as Ormiston metal, 
albidur, weidrum, '‘ antherium, all of 
which have special merits for casting. 

Wherever he turns, the industrial 
chemist feels the spur of that necessity 

which follows in the wake of a scarcity 
of ptoducts heretofore plentiful. Take, 
for instance, the question of fusel oil, 
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Phenol Plant for Refined-Coal Tar Chem- 
ical Works. 


which enters-largely into the manufact- 
ure of the lacquer used for metal goods 
and hardware. Owing to the decrease in 
the importation of fusel oil, some chem- 
ists have been obliged to make lacquer 
which contains 40 per cent. of this 
solvent instead of 75 per cent., while 
others have succeeded in producing a 
mixture from other fluids. At the same 
time the American distilleries have suc- 
ceeded in adding largely to their output 
of fusel oil. 

The first solvent used in manufactur- 
ing artificial leather was amyl acetate, 
made from fusel oil. This so-called 
leather is a fabric coated with soluble 
cotton and other ingredients. When the 
price of fusel oil went up the makers 
of the artificial leather, which is in de- 
mand for upholstering and automobiles, 
practically dropped the use of the oil 
and introduced other solvents as a re- 
sult of experiments made for them by 
industrial chemists. :

According to local tradition, Newstead 
Abbey, built and endowed by Henry II., in 
expiation of his instigation of the murder 
of St. Thomas 4 Becket, in the Cathedral 
of .Canterbury, is doubly burdened with a 
curse, Not only has it shared the ban that 
seems to have rested upon all the property 
of the Church that was confiscated by 
Henry VIII., who bestowed the Abbey upon 
his favorite, “little Sir John, Byron with 
the great beard,” but additional misfortune 
was brought upon it by an act of desecra- 
tion and sacrilege perpetrated by the fifth 


. and so-called “ wicked” Lord Byron. This 


peer had many crimes to his record, in- 
cluding the killing of his coachman, whom 
he shot dead for some. act of disobedience, 
and the singularly cowardly murder of his 
cousin, Squire William Chaworth, of Annes- 
ley Hall, near by, while he was staying as 
his guest at Newstead Abbey. Tried for 
his life by the House of Lords for the death 
of Chaworth, Lord Byron escaped with a 
verdict of manslaughter, which was pun- 
ished by the imposition of a heavy fine. 
Held up to obloquy in connection with this 
crime, and ostracized by society, he with- 
drew from London to the country, to spend 
the remainder of his days at Newstead 
Abbey, so embittered against his fellow 
creatures that he sought in every way 
possible to shock them. 
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Haunted by

stead, causing his skull to be mounted in 
silver and converted into a drinking cup 
used for carousing. It was, indeed, the 
principal feature of the meetings of the 
Order of the Skull, which he organized, 
composed of men of the same character as 
himself, and that took the form at New- 
stead of appalling orgies. 

This Lord Byron’s two sons and grand- 
son all predeceased him, each meeting with 
a violent death, and he was ‘succeeded, 
therefore, by his grandnephew, the poet 
Lord Byron: The latter endeavored to 
repair the wrong done to his neighbors, 
the Chaworths, by seeking to marry the 
murdered Squire’s lovely granddaughter, 
Mary Chaworth, with whom he became 
deeply infatuated. She returned his affec- 
tion, but could not bring herself to wed the 
heir of the murderer of her grandfather 
nor to become the mistress of Newstead 
Abbey, where the crime had taken place. 
It is said that it was Mary Chaworth’s re- 
jection of his suit that embittered the 
entire life of the poet. 

Lord Byron, the poet, is also on record 
as having used the Abbot’s skull as a drink- 
ing cup, ahd on the silver mounting thereof 
caused to be éngraved six verses, which he 
had composed, beginning with the lines: 

Start not, nor deem my spirit fled, 
In me behold the only skull 

From which, unlike a living head, 
Whatever flows is never dull. 

Byron was passionately fond of Newstead 
Abbey, which is the-object of so many af- 
fectionate and eloquent references in his 
poems.. Indeed, one of the greatest sorrows 
of his existence was when he was com- 
pelled, in 1818, by financial reverses, to sell 
the place for $475,000 to Colonel Wildman, 
who had been his ‘schoolmate at Harrow, 
and who had remained his friend. Wildman, 
who was a very rich man at the time, spent 


an enormous sum in improvements, and in 
badly needed restorations of every kind, in- 
cluding the reconstruction of the old ter- 
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race gardens and of the cloisters. The 
home park, which had been literally devas- 
tated by the fifth and “wicked” ‘Lord 


Byron, and denuded of its trees, was re- 
planted. But before Colonel Wildman had 
quite completed all his projected improve- 
ments he was overtaken by misfortunes of 
ad tie character, which broke his spirit 
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and saddened his life, so that when. after- 
ward confronted by financial reverses he 
was unable to react against them, and suc- 
cumbed to what was generally reported at 
the time as a self-inflicted death, not before, 
however, he had been obliged to sell New- 
stead Abbey, which had swallowed up some 
two million dollars or more of his money, 
fora mere song, to the late Colonel William 
Frederick Webb of the Seventeenth Lancers. 

Colonel Webb was a member of the Gar- 
rick Club, in London, and one day, while 
passing by a London bric-a-brac shop, in 
Bedford Street, Covent Garden close by, 
he caught sight of a skull, mounted in 
silver, and exhibited for sale in the win- 
dow. On examining it, he discovered it to 
be the famous drinking cup of the “wicked’’ 
Lord Byron. He at once purchased it, and 
caused it to be reverently reinterred within 
the precincts of Newstead Abbey, hoping 
thereby to protect his family from the 
blight which he ended by feeling was’ con- 
nected with his beautiful and picturesque 
country seat. So haunted was he by the 
idea of misfortune that in his will he de- 
clined to leave the Abbey to his only son 
and heir, Roderick Webb, but left it instead 
to his youngest daughter, married to the 
extremely level-headed General, Sir Her- 
bert Chermside, who scoffed’ at the: idea 
of any place being burdened with a curse. 

No sooner, however, had Lady Cherm- 
side become the owner of Newstead Abbey 
than she was overtaken by sickness, which 
she ascribed to the curse. To get her away 
from it, Sir Herbert accepted the lucra- 


tive Governorship of Queensland, but was 
obliged to sacrifice his office in Australia, 


as well as his career in the army, owing 
to her malady. On bringing her back to 
Europe, he was ordered by the doctors: to 
take her to Switzerland, where she lin- 
gered on, a hopeless invalid, for some eight- 
een months before being released by death. 

Newstead thereupon, by the terms of her 
father’s will, passed to her unmarried sis- 
ter, Miss Ethel Webb, who, although in 
perfect health when she became its mis- 
tress and able to entertain King George 
and Queen Mary there four years ago, be- 
came ill in her turn. Fearing the fate of 
her sister, Lady Chérmside, she gave up 
her residence at the Abbey, placed it in the 
ntarket, and hoped that by renting it to the 
late Sir Arthur Markham she would re- 
eover her health. In this she was doomed 
to disappointment. She lingered on, became 
an invalid like her sister, and died. some 
six months ago. As her other sister, Mrs. 
Fraser, did not wish to-have the place at 
any. price; Miss Ethel bequeathed it to her 
brother, Major Roderick Webb, who never 
lived to take possession of the property, 
but was killed the other day in East Africa, 
fighting the Germans. :

“ As a matter of fact, I am inelined te 
think that these people who sit around 
waiting for an inspiration are lazy. The 
position that they take is nothing but 


work has been done while I had a baby 
in my lap.” 

I asked Peter Newell if he could de- 
fend illustrators from the charge often 
made against them that they pay too

little attention to the stories for which 
they are making pictures, sometimes rep- 
resenting the characters in a way very 
different from the author’s conception 
of them. He ran his fingers through his 
erect and vibrant hair. 

“TI suppose,” he said, “ that there must 
be some basis for the accusation. I have 
seen a few illustrations in which the 
artist has departed from the text—rep- 
resenting the hero of a story as smooth 
shaven when the author gave him a 
beard, for instance. But sometimes this 
is really not the artist’s fault; it is the 
fault of the editer, i i

curacy in the representation of char- 
acters in.fiction is an important part of 
an illustrator’s equipment.” 

Peter Newell has been illustrating 
books and magazines since 1893. I asked 
him what his experience had shown him 
to be an illustrater’s necessary equip- 
ment—what qualities every successful 
illustrator must have. 

“It seems to me,” he said, musingly, 
“that an artist who is to make a suc- 
cess of illustrating must possess the 
qualities necessary for success on the 
stage. A successful illustrator must be 
able to reproduce characters and to pro- 
duce the emotion present in the incident 
which he is depicting. AR great illus- 
trators have had this power—it is the 
only way in which an artist can give the 
text a correct interpretation. 

“It is hard for me to answer this 
question. I know I would not make a 
successful teacher. IL suppose the only 
way in which I can answer it is to recall 
my own experience. I know that when 
I was starting I cultivated not only my 


ability to draw, but my imagination. 1 


tried to develop my power of conceiving 
humorous situations. In those days there 
were many humorous magazimes. If an 


artist had an idea that caught the edi- 
tor’s fancy he would receive more faver- 
able attention than am artist whe had 
nothing but a good drawing. 

“A successful illustrator must, as I 
said, have the actor’s powers of repre- 
ducing characters and producing the 
emotion present in the incident he depicts. 
Also he must have imagination. He must 
be able to project himself into the scene 
he is drawing. He must identify himself 
with the characters of the situation. He 
must be able to induce the emotions 
which those characters are supposed te 
feel. 

“TI do not see how a conscientious il- 
lustrator can help feeling the emotions 
he is depicting. Many times I have found 
myself with my face distorted like these 
of the characters I was drawing. If an 
artist has this sort of imaginative power, 
this power of projecting himself inte 
his work, and is a good draftsman, I 
think that he will be a successful illus- 
trator.” 

“Do you think,” I asked, “that a 
young illustrator has a harder or an 
easier task today than when you first 
began to draw?” 

“In many respects,” Mr. Newell an- 
swered, “the young illustrator has an 
easier time than he had twenty years 
ago. The number of magazines using 
illustrations has increased tremendously. 
When I first began to draw for the 
magazines, more than twenty years ago, 
there were very few magazines that 
used pictures. There were Harper’s, 
Scribner’s and Godey’s—that was about 
all. The invention of the half-tone proc- 
ess enlarged the field of illustration 
enormously, because of its cheapness, so 
that now most magazines regard illus- 
trations not as luxuries, but.as necessi- 
ties. 

“ Another thing that makes it easier 
today for the young artist than it used 
to be is the development of the adver- 
tising trade. If you turn over the pages 
of the magazines of twenty or thirty 
years ago you find that most of the ad- 
vertisements are not illustrated, and 
those that are iJlustrated have pictures 
that seem ridiculously crude. In the 
early days of the magazines artists con- 
sidered it beneath their dignity to draw 
advertisements. Now you find illustra- 
tions of excellent quality in the adver- 
tising pages of the magazines. Leyen- 
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decker, Phillips, and other artists of that 
class are doing advertising work. 

“I well remember,” he added with a 
reminisceft smile, “the first work that 
I sold to a magazine. I was raised in a 
little town in Central Illinois. One day 
I happened to pick up a copy of Harper’s 
Bazar. I saw the sort of work that the 
Bazar used, and I sent the editor one 
of my humorous drawings with a letter 
asking him to tell me if he could see 
any indications of talent in my work. 
In reply I received a letter in which the 
editer said that my drawing showed no 
indication of talent.’ But he kept the 
drawing and sent me a check.” 

Several times in the course of our 
conversation Mr. Newell reverted to the 
necessity of imagination and personality 
as a part of the artist’s equipment. 

“Every man has his own individual- 
ity,” he said. “Some men have been in- 
fluenced by other artists, but their per- 
sonality must sooner or later appear in 
their work if they are to succeed. My 
first work was supplying humorous il- 
lustrations. This work carried with it 
the evolving of ideas. I didn’t do the 
first flat tones that ever were done, but 
I did the first that were done in this 
country. Of course, the Japanese had 
done them before me, and se had Boutet 
de Monvel. 

“My ‘Pictures and Rhymes’ were 
done in flat tone. Years ago I began 
working in flat tones for Harper’s. The 
first picture that I made in that fash- 
ion has been recalled to my attention 
more than anything else I have done. It 
represented a school teacher talking to 
a little girl in the woods. The verse was: 

“ Of what are you afraid, my child?” 

Inquired the kindly teacher. 
“O, sir! the flowers, they are wild!” 
Replied the timid creature, 

“Not long ago I was to speak at a 
little dinner, and I admit that I was not 
very comfortable in my mind about it. A 
lady who sat near me watched me for & 
few moments and then wrote something 
on her menu, folded it up, and passed it 
to me. I opened it and fotad my wild 
flower verse.” 

The book that has extended Mr. New- . 
ell’s fame most widely is perhaps his 
ingenious “Hole Book.” But the work 
that he’ regards with the most satisfac- 
tion is the illustrating of “Alice in 
Wonderland” and “Through the Look- 
ing Glass” y's

Catts Is the Centre of Stormiest Political Fight in State's History 





BAPTIST minister im a 
country village in Southern 

Alabama mopped the per- 

spiration from his face at 

the end of a vigorous ser- 

mon, and after a hymn had 

been sung he undertook to collect several 


hundred dollars for missions. That was 


ten years ago. The minister was soon to 
attend the State Baptist Convention, and 
he made it clear that he did not desire to 
carry with him a report of short collec- 
tiens. 

He proposed that subscriptions be 
opened with gifts of $15. That amount 
was considered large by members of his 
congregation, among whom there were 
few who felt able to give this lump sum. 
Most of the people in that community 
were farmers who had faced hard times 
almost continuously since the close of the 
civil war. It was with a great deal of 
hesitation that three or four persons 
finally had the courage to give the dona- 
tion asked. 

“Well, now, who will give $107” asked 
the preacher. 

A hush, emphasized by the wind in the 
pine grove sheltering the church, fell 
upon the body of worshippers. The only 
interruption to the pastor’s exhortations 
was the bray of a hungry mule hitched 

ing as accurately as a 
timepiece the hour for the midday meal. 

The minister began to.show signs of 
impatience. His florid ‘complexion 
changed to a deeper shade of red. He 
more frequently applied his handkerchief 
to his face and neck. His collar already 
had wilted. Having failed at length te 
obtain a single response to the call for 
$10 donations, the minister suddenly 
shook his forefinger at his congrega- 
tion, and said: 





“I don’t intend to stand here long and’ 


see you sitting like frogs waiting for it 
to rain. If I cannot have the support 
of my congregation I shall offer my 
resignation.” 

The worshippers were astonished. They 
fixed their eyes on their pastor, and re- 
mained as motionless and silent as real 
frogs in a\pond into which a stone has 
been thrown. The threat produced no 
other results. In a few minutes the min- 
ister raised his hand, pronounced a short 
benediction, and, without saying another 
word, went home. 

The Rev. Sidney J. Catts, who then 
resigned the pulpit of Bethel Baptist 
Church, at Fort Deposit, Alabama, is 
now the central figure in the stormiest 
political fight in the history of Florida. 
Several weeks ago the State Canvassing 
Beard gave him the certificate of nom- 
ination for Governor by the Democratic 
Party, as a result of the primary of June 
6, and nomination formerly has been 
equivalent to election to that office. 

Mr. Catts’s fight for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor was made with 
the support-of the Guardians of Liberty 
and a large number of Prohibitionists. 
If he should be elected on Nov. 7, his 
would be a unique political victory, inas- 
much as a preacher will have stepped 
out of the pulpit on a religious plank into 
a Governor’s mansion. 

The most bitter animosities have de- 
veloped between the two main political 
factions within the Democratic Party of 
Florida, and it is feared that serious 
consequences may follow. Friends of 
Mr. Catts are much concerned over his 
personal safety. Within the State and 
without they have warned him of the 
possibility of assassination, but his cour- 
age has not wavered, and warnings ap- 
parently have served only to increase 
his efforts te clinch his victory. 

The primary vote was so close that it 
was eight days after the election before 
Mr. Catts was declared the Guberna- 
torial nominee. The figures totaled by 
the canvassers showed that he had a 
majority of 260 over his nearest op- 
ponent, State Controller W. V. Knott. The 
clergyman polied 30,092 first choice and 
8,387 second choice votes, while the State 
Controller had 24,720 first choice and 
8,449 second choice votes.

announced that he would contest the

“Personal Chronicles and Gossip;" as Poet Calls Them, Were 
Written Long Before He Achieved Distinction in Literary World 





es By R. Emory Holloway. 

LTHOUGH nearly forty years 
of Walt Whitman’s life were 
spent in and near Brook- 
lyn, -his biographers have 
given us, on the whole, com- 
paratively little informa- 
tion concerning his activities there. The 
minute records of the last years of the 
poet in Camden, aged and prematurely 
broken in health, which Horace Traubel 
has so painstakingly preserved, only 
serve to emphasize the scantiness of the 
data which we have concerning the life 

of Whitman as a Brooklyn journalist. 

It has been natural for biographers, 
interested chiefly in Whitman the poet, to 
pass hurriedly over that perod of his life 
in which the principal product of his pen 
was rather mediocre prose. They have 
commonly assumed that his traditional 
misfit as an editor proved that his real 
interest and talent lay in the more ar- 
tistic field of poetry. And so, no doubt, 
it did; but in studying the development 
ef the poet, the avowed purpose of whose 
verse is to record life unreservedly, we 
ean ill afford to neglect twenty years of 
almost continuous contribution to the 
press. .Had this not been done in the 
ease of Whitman, we should. probably be- 
fore this have discovered that during the 
first two years of the civil war, he was 
engaged in writing, besides a few of the 
poems in “ Drum Taps,” a serial histor; 
of Brooklyn. > 

In this, his only attempt at historical 
writing, Whitman displayed an antiqua- 
rian interest which was evidently gen- 
uine. The sight of Brooklyn growing 
from a country village clustered about 
three ferries to a thriving city of 300,000 
inhabitants, and giving promise, as he be- 
lieved in 1862, of a million souls, did 
much to inspire him with a vision of his 
country’s future. . 

Whitman’s “Brooklyniana” papers 
were contributed irregularly, from June, 
1861, to November, 1862, to the weekly 
Brooklyn Standard. They were a series 
of twenty-five historical and reminiscent 
sketches of the growth of the gity where 
Whitman had acquired his little school- 
ing, learned the trade of compositor, and 
acted as editor of three newspapers—The 
Eagle, The Freeman, and The Times. 

The editor of The Standard, James R. 

Del Vecchio, claimed that this was the 
first serious attempt made by the Brook- 
lyn press to record local history and as- 
sured his readers that the paper had 
~ secured the series only at “ considerable 
expense.” The importance that was at- 
tached to the articles.may be inferred 
from the fact that the editor had them 
specially copyrighted, a precaution as 
unusual in that day as it was unneces- 
sary. . 
They were accompanied, in several in- 
stances, by steel engravings made ex- 
pressly for them. It is not remarkable 
that they should have proved very popu- 
lar; the wonder is that, even in his own 
country, the prophet should have been 
so without honor that they could have 
been completely forgotten. 

Why Whitman did not himself see fit 
to preserve writings to which he had 
given so much time is not known. Prob- 
ably he was actuated by a desire to have 
himself rated as a poet rather than as a 
historian, or even, indeed, as a prose 
writer. At any rate, he never encour- 
aged research into any of his early lit- 
erary work. ; 

The “ Brooklyniana” has an interest 
now, half a century after it was written, 
which is, perhaps, even greater than that 
which it held for its first readers—read- 
ers who, unfortunately, did not take the 
hint of the editor of The Standard and 





rather such want of method in com- 
position, .is compensated for by a pro- 
portionate increase in autobiographical 
interest. 


The “ Brooklynians ” deals, naturally, 
with a great variety of matters, but in the 
present article there will be space only to 
quote a few of the anecdotes which pre- 
serve for us a Whitman now little known 
—the Whitman as yet untouched by the 
terrible experiences of the war, by the 
loss of his health, or by the bitter 
struggle for literary recognition. The 
first two of the following extracts relate 
to experiences to which Whitman again

referred, much more briefly, in his old 
age, (see Prose Works, 1892, pp. 15-16; 
also Lafayette in Brooklyn, 1905.) 
When Whitman was six years old he 
was touched by the patriot Lafayette, a 
laying on of hands which might well 
have had for the coming champion of 
democracy something of prophetic sig- 
nificance. The occasion was the laying 
of the cornerstone of the Apprentices’ 
Library in Brooklyn. Whitman wrote: 
“The cornerstone of the building was laid in 
1825. The writer of these sketches, who was 
at that time a lad in his seventh year, re- 
mbers the sion perfectly well, having 
been present at it. It was on the 4th of July. 
The famous was then on his last 
visit to America—the fourth, we believe. It 
was. historical event, that last visit, full of 
solemnity, as most of the old soldiers were 
dead. A few old veterans still remained, and 
gathered ‘around here in Brooklyn 
and New York, at this last visit. WeB. do we, 
casting our mind back as we write, remem- 
ber the scene, now more than thirty-five

Ferry—the Revolutionary veterans, if we re- 
member right, being entertained in the mean- 
time at Coe 8. Downing’s inn, then a well- 
known public house on the east side of the 
street, between Front Street and the ferry. 
Lafayette, with his hat off, rode slowly 
through the lines of children and the crowd 
that was gathered on the walk, and that 
looked at him and cheered him, all the way 
up. After he had passed along ahead, to 
where Market Street now is, the carriage 
stopt, and the children, officers, citizens, &c., 
formed behind in procession, and followed 
him up to the corner of Henry and-Cran- 
berry Streets, where the operation of laying 
the cornerstone was to be performed by 
Lafayette himself; he, having been invited, 
obligingly d ded to te the work. 
When arrived there, be alighted from his 
carriage, and, in the centre of a group of 
veterans and some of the functionaries. of 
Brooklyn, he awaited the arrival, and getting 
in order, of the children and the rest of the 
procession.

Whitman learned to set type in the of- 
fice of William Hartshorne, a veteran 


little shop in the basement of a historic 
old building was, if we may judge by the 
sympathetic realism of the following de- 
scription, the open door of a new and 
wonderfully serious world to the boy: 

In 1881 Mr. Hartshorne occupied a part of 
an old Revolutionary building in Fulton 
Street, east side, third door below Nassau 
Street, In the basement of which he had a 
smali printing office of a few printer's 
stands, &c., where he set up type for the 
weekly newspaper, (printed upstairs,) and 
he also kept a small stationery store. It was 
in- the just-mentioned building that the 
writer hereof (then a boy of 12) received 
from Mr. H. in the little office in the base- 
ment of that old Revolutionary house, with 
its brick walls and its little, narrow doors 
and windows, the first instruction in type- 
setting—the initiation into the trade and mys- 
tery of our printing craft. 

What compositor running. his eye over 
these lines but will easily realize the whole 
modus of that initiation?—the half eager, 
half bashful beginning—the awkward holding 
of the stick—the type-box, or, perhaps, two 
or three qld cases, put under his feet for the 
novice to stand on, to raise him high enough— 
the thumb in the stick—the compositor’s 
rule—the upper case almost out of reach— 
the lower case spread out handier before 
him—learning the boxes—the pleasing mys- 
tery of the different letters and their divis- 
fons—the great ‘'o"’ box—the box for spaces 
right by the boy’s breast—the “a” box, “1 ” 
box, “¢" box, and all the’ rest—the box for 
quads away off in the right-hand corner— 
the slow and laborious formation, type by 
type, of, the first line—its unlu bursting 
by the too nervous pressure of the thumb— 
the first experience in “pi,” and the dis- 
tributing thereof—all this, I say, what jour, 
typo cannot go back in his own experience 
and easily realize? 

Whitman’s first official connection 
with a newspaper was, however, that 
with The Long Island Patriot, on which 
he “ held for a time the distinguished po- 
sition of one of the juvenile devils, so im- 
portant to its concoction and general 
manufacture.” 

The sight of Lafayette, and the long 
talks with Mr. Hartshorne, who described 
to the young apprentice, listening “ with 
a boy’s ardent soul and eager ears,” the 
personal appearance of Washington, Jef- 
ferson, and other gréat Americans, no 
less than a knowledge of his own patriotic 
ancestry and a frequent attendance on 
the annual Fourth of July celebrations, 
all inspired him with that passionate love 
of America which he was never to lose. 
On one of these annual celebrations he 
was himself the poet of the occasion. The 
following ode was written to be sung at 
Fort Greene, near the site of which now 
repose the ashes of the 12,000 prison ship 
martyrs to whose neglected graves Whit- 
man devoted considerable gpace in the 
“ Brooklyniana.” The poem was printed 
in The Eagle of July 2, 1846, when Whit-

After Whitman had sent to The 
Standard. the first installment of the 
“Brooklyniana” he wrote no more 
sketehes for six months; then he began 
anew by reprinting the first article, en- 
tire. In the interim he made one of his 
characteristic explorations through. the 
length of the island, over which he had 
often, as a boy, roamed alone. 

The last articles in the series are de- 
voted to an account of his experiences on 
@ pleasure party which sailed from 
Greenport to Montauk Point—an ac- 
count which would seem to prove the ex- 
istence of that sense of humor which 
critics have at times denied to Whit- 
man. . 

The biackfish were biting famously, and I 
stood at the end of the dock, quite proud of a 
big fellow I had just hauled up; and baited 
my hook again with “ fiddlers,” while the fish 
floundered at a great rate around my feet. 

Just then a party of lively girls, convoyed 
by a clerical-looking personage, and one or 
two younger fellows, came down to the wharf, 
and betook themselves on board a taut and 
tidy sloop, fastened there. Some large 
baskets also made their. appearance. It was 
evidently a party off for a pleasure sail.

Such facts do not establish a theory 
that railway labor is better rewarded 
than railway capital.

It is a time-honored 
prophecy that discrimination against rail- 
way values would divert the public favor 
from them to other departments offering 
better rewards for investors.

Eighteen of 
the leading industrials reported cash in 
treasury $348,420,111, or double the cash 
of the preceding year. The railway rec- 
ords will be searched im vain for such 
rewards in the public service. They are 
serving the public as never before, and 
to the limit of their capacity, but they 
cannot raise their prices. They can gain 
only by increase in efficiency, and such 
gains are claimed by their workmen as 
the reward of their increased preductiv- 
ity. Yet euch gains are due to the in- 
vestment of capital in the means of cheap- 
ening the processes of transportation, 
and the sources of the capital are now 
nearly dried up.

NE of the pictures lent by Mr. 
Morgan to the Metropolitan 
Museum has received rather 
less than the attention it de- 
serves. It is a painting by 
Pietro Longhi and hangs in 
with three others by the 
same master, two of which belong 
to the Museum, the third belong- 
ing to Mr. Henry Walters. All are 
members of a series formerly in 
the possession of Count Miari im 
Padua.~As they hang between two 
Guardis they are eloquent illustra- 
tions of the familiar life of Venice 
feverishly insisting upon her heart of 
youth long after evidences of her de- 
eline had become apparent to the world. 
Longhi has been compared to Boucher, 
to Hogarth, to Watteau; also to Pieter 
de Hooch and other Dutch painters of 
the seventeenth century. It is not diffi- 
cult to trace the suggestion in each of 
these comparisons. He has the keen 
realization of the charm of the flesh 
which was the whole of Boucher. His 
observation of contemporary manners 
often equals that of Hogarth. He pulls 
out the proportions of his figures as 
Watteau did, and was scrupulous with 
his interior scenes in the manner of the 
Dutchmen. His idiosyncratic charm lies, 
however, in his pure Italian feeling, unit- 
ed to the characteristic spirit of the 
eighteenth century. He addressed him- 
self solely to the paintable aspect of his. 
scenes, introducing nothing that did not 
in some degree add to the attractivenese 
of the picture. Common things revealed 
their beauties of surface and texture, 
color and form. A loaf of bread and jug 
of wine took on the exquisite poetry with 
which the translator of Omar has "in- 
vested them in verse. Quite simply and 
definitely he set himself to rendering the 
everyday life of his period, but his emo- 
tional sensitiveness played about his ma- 
terial until it yielded a poignant pleasure 
under his brush. “You see in his work 
before everything else the Italian sus- 
ceptibility to what is fair and warm and 
steeped in color. His genre subjects dif- 
fer from those of the English and French 
and Dutch in the happiness and affec- 
tionate tact with which they are present- 
ed to a world cajoled to sympathy with 
the painter’s mood. He shows you the 
far from savory episodes of Goldoni’s 
gossip, the “real Venice” it would be 
called by those to whom the hatefulest 
is always the most real, without apology, 
without consciousness of good or evil, 
with simply the wide, glistening Italian 
smile for sunlight in dark places. 
Longhi’s four paintings in the museum: 
are called “The Visit,” “The Letter,” 
“The Temptation” and “The Rendez- 
vous.” In the. case of “The Tempte- 
tien” (“La Tentazione”) lent. by M.. 


@ group 


Morgan, and “The Rendezvous” (“ll 
Ritrovo”) lent by Mr. Walters, the orig- 
inal titles have been preserved through 
the medium of contemporary engravings. 
The other paintings have been -given 
merely descriptive titles. 

“The Temptation,” regarded as anec- 
dote, has the Spanish flavor. A young 
man of wealth in gold waistcoat and 
white dressing gown, with embroidered 
slippers, sits at table before fastidiously 
chosen breakfast appointments. On the 
wall above the table hangs a typical 
eighteenth eentury picture of three 
graces in the clouds. A serving man in 
plain dress stands in the background and 
in the foreground a liveried servant 
ushers in a beautiful young woman, 
dressed in rose color and black; her head 
erect, her pose confident, behind her an 
obsequious hag. All details are observed 
and recorded with a charming light facil- 


ity, and the color swims in veils of rose 
and pearl and gold and blue. 

Mr. Walter’s picture shows a group of 
a periwigged man, a comely woman, a 
servant, and maskers. The room is filled 
by the figures and there are practically 
no accessories. The pale yellow dress of 
the seated woman gathers the light and 
color to the centre of the composition, 
which is admirable in line, the figures 
forming an opulent convex curve against 
a background of straight lines and rect- 
angles. 

The two pictures belonging to the Mu- 
seum are not quite as distinguished as 
their companions in design, though de- 
lightful in color. “The Visit” is a de- 
seription of social life in circles of some 
elegance. The lady sitting in the centre 
of a handsomely furnished room wears a 
rich costume of rose and white silk. A 
young man in the foreground stoops to

offer a biscuit to her lapdog. A priest 
is among the other men in the room, and 
the portrait of a Cardinal hangs on the 
wall. 

“The Letter.” shows the workroom of 
capmakers. The matron is asleep, and 
the ancient crone, who seems to have 
had as lively a relish for vicious activity 
in eighteenth century Italy as in nine- 
teenth century Spain, hands a letter to 
one of the pretty employes. A quaint ef- 
fect is given by the trappings of the 
shop, papier m&ché models of heads, 
pieces of cloth, and gauze hanging from 
a line, a small child busy with a doll. 
The little air of ceremony present in 
each of the other pictures is absent, and 
the grace and delicacy of Longhi’s talent 
are the more clearly felt as they envelop 
in warm, ingratiating gayety the sordid 
commonplace of the episode. 


A New Decoration by Max Bohm. 

At the Knoedler Galleries this week is 
a decoration recently completed by Max 
Bohm for the house of Mr. Longyear at 
Brookline, Mass. The decoration is in 
three panels designed for a music room, 
and the subject and its symbolic treat- 
ment are described by Mr. Anspacher in 
a preface to the catalogue of the exhibi- 
tion. The woman’s figure in the central 
panel personifies harmony. The broken 
antique column on which she rests stands 
for the old pagan order of melodic sim- 
plicity.. The woman is listening “ pro- 
phetically ” to hear through the apparent 
dissonances of strange orchestrations the 
new music. “ She knows,” Mr. Anspacher 
explains, “ that the harmony in modern 
life will be a new orchestration of the 
age-old, elemental music of clanging an- 
vils, of hissing iron and fire tamed to the 
uses and the needs of man, of whisper- 
ing, sombre trees, and the native wild- 
ness of the sea and the daring of ships 
with the courage of dawn.” The pastoral 
elements of the girl and the sheep, the 
children wondering at the ship, the 
artist, the singing children are lyrical 
episodes “flowing like a flute song” 
through the “ sterner and more vigorous 
pulse of the larger symphony.” The 
whole composition is “an imaginative 
superstructure over a lyre placed upon a 
sheaf of corn.”

HERE is no hint of the war which is now enthralling 
the thoughts and energies of all Englishmen in Sir 
Gilbert Parker’s new novel, which is to be published 

tomerrow, for it was written, he explains in s prefatory 
note, In 1911 and 1912 So it must, he says, as if his 
conscience demanded that he make apology for putting 
forth at this time a printed word not concerned with his 
country’s grim struggle, “ go to the public on the basis of 
its merits alone, and as a picture of the peace-tife of the 
great Northwest.” 

The scene is laid in the raw, néw lands of the Canadian 
Northwest, golden with miles of ripe wheat and green with 
forests of pine, but still wax in the hands of its makers 
One of these makers is the hero of the story, Max Ingolby, 
the sort of young man who sees far, thinks in terms of 
action, and yearns through every fibre of his being to take 
up any present situation, small or large, a town, @ prov- 
ince, a continent, in his own hands, and mold it into 
stronger, better shape. A “ dreadnought of industry and 
organization,” the author calls him. A passion for planning 
and achieving possesses him. That type of man has had 
a fascination for many novelists, and readers of fiction 
are familiar with him. But Sir Gilbert's Ingolby stands 
out among them by reason of his humanness, his close 
kinship with other men, and certain qualities of natural- 
ness and simplicity that make him a more lovable creature 
than is the usual captain of industry im fiction. The soul 
and heart of him are rich and deep, and the things that 
amuse or interest or please him are so many that “the 
big men from the East ” whom he Is able to get behind his 
schemes sometimes cavil at him and his ways “He was 
never,” 
such men, and while he was loyal to those who had backed 
him, he vowed that he would be Independent of these 
wooden souls in the end. They and the great bankers 
behind them were for monopoly; he was for organization 
and economic prudence. So far they were necessary to 
all he did, but it was his intention to shake himself free 
of all monopoly in good time.” 

Much of the story is concerned with the big schemes of 
Ingolby, the busy life of a new region putting on the 
harness of civilization, the rivalry and enmity between 
two towns on opposite sides of a river whose mutual 
hatred Ingolby seeks to overcome by wedding them with 
a bridge. But across all this active and energetic life, so 
wholly Western and American, Sir Gilbert has drawn a 
broad band of life and color just as thoroughly Eastern 
and alien. It was a daring thing to set down In the midst 
of this new world bustle and rush of passion to conquer 
nature the king of the Romany folk, and to inject a 
gypsy quarrel and feud into the plans and hopes and love 
of a Canadian captain of industry. But Sir Gilbert suc- 
ceeds triumphantly in his gudacious experiment. With 
skill he has blended the broad splash of Romany coloring 
with the wheat fields and the pine forests, the lumber milis 
and the bridges. Gabriel Druse and his lovely daughter, 
Fleda, are harmoniously a part of the life about them, 
although they share so little im it, and through them are 
Grawn the bonds that link the rest of the story te the 
wandering. Romany tribes, to the long-ago rivalry for 
headship between Druse and another, and the ceremonial 
which, seventeen years before in the Roumelian country, 
sai cpl in teal a secatenmiaia 
daughter of the other.

HE author of this book is an English- 
man, a gunner in the Royal Field Ar- 
tillery, who has a tale to tell. As he tells 
ft it is @ soldier's story through and through. 
The narrative is in the form of letters, a 
series dating from Aug. 13, 1914, to Feb. 2, 
1916. ‘he letters begin with military ex- 
periences right away, so ‘“‘ Wagger”™ must 
have joined in the early days of the war, 
when Britain found herself absolutely un- 


prepared. He volunteered for service, and 
chose the Royal Field Artillery in preference 
to the Territorials, a citiken army for home 
Gefense instituted some years ago to take 
the place of the old volunteers. He signed 
em for foreign service, and for some time 
was in doubt whether he would be assigned 
for duty in India, the Dardanelles, Egypt, 
er France. “ Wagger” is a typical Eng- 
lishman with his typical grumble. “ We all 
feel rather sore,’ he says in October, 1914, 
“that K's army is being better equipped 
thai our own.” But there are several pas- 
sages in the book that show the writer felt 
with a deep sense of shame the amazing 
apathy of his fellow-countrymen toward the 
progress of the war. “If the man in the 
street,” he says, “‘ only knew what the army 
abroad and in England is saying, that if it 
were not for the sake of the King and em- 
pire it would not be worth fighting just for 
the sake 6f the Jews and foreigners that 
form so large a proportion of our popula- 
tion.” 

He is writing, of course, before conscrip- 
tion days, and his indictment of slackers 
reveals something of the feeling between the 
army and the civilians who held back. On 
April 1, 1915, he arrived at the front in 
France, went into the firing line, and tells 
ef his experiences there. At midnight on 
Easter Sunday he got his first taste of the 
great war at close range. 

The multitude of detail that goes to make 
up the life of an artilleryman on the firing 
line, little and great deeds of heroism, the 
horrors of gas effects, the scarcity of food, 
all find their place in this narrative, and the 
author relates his own part with a character- 
istic modesty. In September of last year he 
was promoted to the rank of Sergeant, and 
on the eve of the great drive he wrote his 
last letter, which closes with this significant 
sentence regarding the contract for four 
years’ service that the new army has been 
called upon to give: 

We stick to - original contract, “ For 
the jod of the war,’ and may it be

any of the refugees on their flights; her ac- 
count consists chiefly of incidents gathered 
by her on the trips she made visiting many 
refugee centres in different cities of Rus- 
sia—Petrograd, Moscow, Kiev, Kazan, and 
other places. Very wisely she is content to 
leave the complexities of the Russian char- 
acter alone, and she confines herself to de- 
scribing, in a simple and straightforward 
manner, the relief work that is being done 
fm Russia, mainly under the direction of the 
Tatiana Committee, which takes its name 
from the Grand Duchess Tatiana, the Czar’s 
second daughter, who is a patroness of the 
fund. : 

The great German invasion of 1915 was 
followed by a panic flight of the population 
of the districts invaded, and Russia was 
taken by surprise at the enormous influx of 
helpless women and children, who poured into 
the cities and towns in trains, automobiles, 
in carts, and on foot. There was chaos. Bpi- 
demics developed in the overcrowded trains, 
and still the refugees continued to come in, 
a living plague-spot. They were housed and 
fed in the best manner the situation would 
allow, and gradually the relief work was 
organized, though even at the time of Miss 
Thurstan's writing conditions in some places 
left much to be desired. 

One of the tragedies of the flight, after the 
terrible infantile mortality, is the enormous 
number of children who have been separated 
from their parents, and the many languages 
spoken within the confines of the Russian 
Empire make it extremely probable that this 
separation will be largely permanent. The 
American colony at Petrograd is responsible 
for the maintenance of a Home for Lost 
Children. The home is staffed by Salvation 
Army workers, of whom there are a fair 
number in Petrograd, and who are almost all 
Finns. A card index system is in use, and it 
is hoped that a fair number of the children 
will ultimately be restored to their parents. 

A chapter of this book is devoted to the 
Jewish refugees, who are cared for by the 
Jewish Refugee Committee. The sufferings 
of the Jews in Russia were peculiarly acute, 
and Miss Thurstan tells of some sad cases 
of distress. But she closes the book with 
one happy incident. It is the story of how 
the Emperor, with his own hands, decorated 
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@ young Jewish soldier from Vilna with the

OREAU is another American of whose 

position in literature, aJthough suffi- 
eliently secure, it is well to take new and 
specific account. When transcendentalism 
and the Concord School of Philosophy were 
absorbing topics of discussion among 
literary critics here and in England, 
THOREAU was particularly interesting as 
the one practical example of the carrying 
out of Emersonian theory in real life. His 
experiences as a hermit for two years at 
Walden Pond were eagerly read and the 
philosophical speculations therein exploited 
were taken very seriously indeed. Latterly, 
however, the Walden experiment—merely 
as an experiment in a novel method of 
living—has lost much of its interest. We 
are inclined to value “Walden” for its 
natural history rather than for its ethical 
system, while its author is prized as a 
naturalist, not as a philosopher. A return 
to the real THorEav is furnished by Mr. 
Mark VaN Doren in an excellent little 
volume. that has just made its appearance 
(“Henry David Thoreau—A_ Critical 
Study,” Houghton Mifflin Company). The 
book is based largely on the voluminous 
and little-known journals * scrupulously 
kept during most of his lifetime by’ 
THorEau—and we are not long in finding 
out that the man is more interesting than 
his books. 





MERSON summed up THOREAU with 

admirable terseness: 

He was bred to no jréiuadien; he 
never married; he lived alone; he never 
went to church; he never voted; he 
refused to pay a tax to the State; he 
ate no flesh; he drank no wine; he 
never knew the use of tobacco; and, 
though a naturalist, he used neither 
trap nor gun. ; 

An ascetic, one concludes, and, judging by 
much of the caustic criticism of men and 
affairs to be found in his books, an ascetic 
who has all the sourness of disposition and 
lack of emotionalism that we, attribute to 
a Diogenes. But there is much in 
THOREAU’s writings and in the testimony 
of his friends that modifies this impres- 
sion. One paragraph alone, from “ Walden,”

It is the elusive personality of the man 

who could write in this way about himself 
that offers plenty of material for interest- 
ing speculation.

mer. He has in China and the Chinese a 
general confidence which leads him to pre- 
sent them in a more favorable light than 
that in which they are for the most part 
regarded by foreign observers. For Japan 
and the Japanese, on the contrary, he has 
a rooted distrust which sometimes seems 
to breed a sentiment of chronic animosity. 
There runs through his comment upon 
everything and everybody Japanese a di- 
rect accusation or an indirect insin- 
wation of ulterior unworthy motive | 
er of innate bad faith, We should not 
venture to say that Mr. Millard’s attitude 








fs essentially unfair toward the Japanese, 


but it is so uniformly and universally un- 
kind and severe as to give the impression 


of personal prejudice. He appears to look 


upon the Japanese Government and the 
Japanese Nation as one might look upon 
a man who. had .cheated, Ingulted, and 
wronged him. We are not aware that there 
has been anything in Mr. Millard’s experi- 
ence which inspires him with this senti- 
ment; so far as we know, his judgment of 
the future of the Orient and of the peo- 
ples on whom it depends is the fruit sole- 
ly of study, observation, and reflection; 
but the belief that it is so is not strength- 
ened by the style and temper of the pres- 
ent elaborate volume. One rises from it 
with the feeling that Mr. Millard’s béte 
noir is not, and hardly can-be;-so unqual- 
ifiedly “ black as he is painted.”

Chartes Scribner's 

ERE is a textbook and something more. 

It ts a signpost pointing to the road we 
ahould travel as good citizens. The study 
ef sociology may very well be one of the 
most abstract of all the sciences, but !t is 
enly of real usefulness when it is pursued in 
@ concrete manner. In that respect the pres- 
ent book amply fulfills any requirements that 
may be made. 

The development of the average American 
community has progressed so rapidly within 
even so short a time as the last decade that 
ft is decidedly encouraging to glance ahead 
Gfty years and speculate upon the conditions 
that will then obtain fn rural and urban life. 
For instance, we can clearly remember the 
almost universal hideousness of the average 
American farm; not only were there archi- 
tectural monstrosities In the shape of the 
necessary farm buildings, but also there was 
@ complete lack, too frequently, of any at- 
tempt at beautffication of the grounds sur- 
rounding the home. Today, however, farmers 
the country over are beginning to clean up 
their properties. And the gospel of good, 
workmanlike road building has inspired coun- 
try people to an attitude that is impatient 
with makeshifts. What has happened along 
those lines has been reflected in the life 
of the farmer himself, nor must we forget the 
villagers, who are organizing Village Im- 
provement Societies. And for an urban par- 
allel we may consider the community centre 
of our cities. . 

But there is room for great improvement, 
and the idea of training our governing bodies 
to some sort of jological r f is not 
@ bad one. [If the majority of them were so 
trained we should probably escape much of 
the freak legislation that has received such 
hilarious notoriety during the last few 
years. Nor need the study of this sci 





more to the people if they were to possess 
something other than the voters’ popularity— 
the rudiments of directing a social group. 
Our progress in every phase of political and 
gocia] activity would be greatly accelerated 
if the simple facts in Dr. Rowe’s book could 
be absorbed by the leaders thereof. . 

The author has developed his subject most 
entertainingly. He has a satisfying, intimate 
style, but he never neglects nor end 
to gloss over bare, ugly facts in an effort 
to produce mere literary pleasure. In his 
preface he observes that he has addressed 
himself chiefly to the undergraduate, and that 
may very well include the non-collegian. The 
result is that his remarks on whatever socio- 
logical subject he discusses are readable, 
lucid, and never boresome. The range is a 
wide one, as ft is bound to be In the nature 
of the case; the gang of boys on the block, 
or the loafers around the country railroad 
atation are made the subject of interesting 
observations, as well as the need of social 
centres in the cities or the need of a village 
nurse in rural settlements. 

No ber of a ity, rural or urban, 
who has the slightest sense of his responsi- 
bilities to those around him can afford to 
follow, in this day and age, an amateur ex- 
istence. The keynote of successful living is 
the workmanlike manner in which it is done. 
It is a matter of grave importance as to 
whether or not a man is setting a good ex- 
ample by proper upkeep of his property, for 
instance. He may be otherwise exemplary, 
but if his front yard is slack looking, full 
of weeds, or given over to mud puddies, his 
presence in the community is hardly an asset 
to it. On the other hand, there is a great 
deal of unconscious sociology practiced that 
does not obtain the best results for lack of 
intelligent direction.

Brahmanism, Hinduism, and Buddhism are 
made the subjects of as many different sec- 
tions of Mr. Frazer’s volume, and his exposi- 
tion of each will clear away the mists that 
surround these great religions in the eyes of 
‘the Western world. As has been hinted, In- 
dian religion and Indian thought are so ap- 
proximately the same thing that each must 
be considered with the other. But we can- 
mot measure the effect of Indian religion 
upon the life of the people by comparison of 
the effects current among Christian creeds. 
With the latter thought is freer; indeed, is 
frequently entirely divorced from religious 
significance. Om the other hand, the Indian 
religions enter so thoroughly into the life of 
their devotees that they may fairly be said 
te transcend, in their effects, those of West- 
ern devotional theught. 

The position of woman im India ts varied, 
but im general the ancient ideas are giving 
place to modern influences. Not the least in- 
teresting ef the many changes that are 
bound, in the nature of the case, to be some- 
what radical, is the status of the Indian 
widow. It must be borne im mind that fm 
speaking of changes we are dealing not in 
years, but generations or perhaps even in 
centuries. The mutability ef a race is not a 
matter of today and tomerrow. Let us take, 
for example, the ancient custom of widow 
burning, @ practice which became common in 
India prior to the advent of Western infiu- 
ence. The rite appears to be really the re- 
sult of a misinterpretation of a verse in the 
Veda, a beck serving the purposes of our 
Bible. This verse reads: “ Without tears 
* * © let the wife go te the altar first.” 
The word “first” is “agre,” but a slight 
misreading might make it appear as ‘‘ agne,” 
which means “im the fire.”’ It will be seen 
that the verse could be considered as an 
injunction for the widow of the deceased to 
burn herself on the funeral pyre. By the

An Anticipation of the Christmas Season in the 
Numerous Publications of Juvenile Lit- 
erature Already Appearing 


HE first lot of children’s Christmas 
books is out, and, to’ begin with the 
most popular juvenile, there is “ Alice 

in Wonderland.” It is one of « trio of books, 
Rand, McNally & Co., $1.35 each. It is a 
good-sized volume, including “ Through the 
Looking Glass,”’ has clear print, and colored 
illustrations by. Milo Winter. There are ex- 
actly a baker’s dozen of illustratiéns, with 
nice little inside cover page pictures and an 
extra picture of Alice cutting the cake on 
the outside of the book. It is altogether a 
satisfactory edition that no one could make 
a mistake in buying. 

Exactly the same thing can be said of 
“ Andersen's Fairy Tales,"’ which is the 
second book of the trio, the same artist, the 
game baker's dozen of pictures, some even 
better than those reproducing the famous 
scenes of Alice's Wonderland days. The third 
book of the series, same size, price, and 
artist, but with fewer pictures, the author 
writes from “ Padded Cell No. 1." The book 
is “ The Land of Don’t-Want-To,” written 
by Lillian Bell, and is the result of a des- 
perate mother’s search for ‘‘a book for in- 
telligént children, suitable to be read aloud by 
uncomplaining grown-ups, and not land all 
participants In padded cells... The mother, 
it seems, reached the padded cell, but she 
wrote the book which answered her require- 
ments. Here are the titles of some of the 
ehapters: ‘‘ The South Pole Slides Away,” 
“ Billy Meeta the Gray Prince Fog,'’ and 
“The Wreck of the Flying Lobster." 

“ The Real Mother Goose,’’ brought out by 
Rand, McNally & Co. in a big square volume, 
has the green cloth cover with its gay picture 
of Mother Goose covered with one in paper 
in fashionable black and white checks. There 
are good, bright pictures on every page by 
Blanche Fisher Wright, and it costs $1.50. 

Very pleasing verses and charming pictures, 
both in color and in black and white, are 
those to be found in a smal! square book, 
“When Little Thoughts Go Rhyming.” It 
fs by Elizabeth Knobel, pictures by Maginel 
Wright Enright, the same publishers, 75 
cents. Especially nice in rhyme and pictures 
fs *‘ The Comp’ny Room.” & tells of a little 
girl who, with the toothache, always goes to 
the “‘ Comp’ny Room.” 

You see it is no place far gloom, 
The rosy- Comp’ny Room. 

I hardly mind the ache at all, 
When roses climb upon the wall. 

Any one might read these rhymes with 
pleasure at any time, and the pictures are 
quite worthy of them. Another small book 
ef rhymes with many pictures js ‘‘ I Wonder 
Why,”’ by Elizabeth Gordon. Illustrated by 
M. T. (Penny) Ross. 50 cents. 

In “ The Land of Make Believe."’ Stories 
and pictures by E. Boyd Smith, (Henry Holt 
& Co.,) all the many toys were wished into 
life by a small boy and girl, and do wonder- 
ful things. Even the green pottery pig, with 
@ slit in his back to put pennies in, “ rattled 
inside every time he moved, and was very 





proud, for though he couldn’t wobble his ears, 
no one could rattle inside as he did.” 

A new Giition of “The Adventures of 
Miltiadés Peterkin Paul,”’ by John Brown- 


is out, and its old friends will be delighted in 
having the opportunity of reading it again 
in a bigger and better edition. With his 
doughty velocipide steed “ Doughnuts,’ Mil- 
tiades has many gallant adventures in an 
attempt to win his spurs. “ 3 on 
Plum Blossom Creek,”’ by Arland D. Weeks, 
Professor of Education, North Dakota Agri- 
cultural College, has many pictures by War- 
ner Carr. It is the history of a family of 
bears, and tells something of the great 
valley of the Red River of the North. 
“ Bobbie Bubbles,” by E. Hugo Sherwood 
and Maud Gridley Budlong, pictures by Mr. 
Sherwood, ts dedicated to little bubble blow’ 
ers.. Both books from Rand, McNally & 
Co., respectively, 75 and 50 cents. 

The first girls’ book to enter the arena for 

“holiday gift honors is “‘ The Independence of 

Nan,” by Nina Rhodes. It is a pleasing, 
wholesome story. Nan is a nice girl but not 
too superhuman to be believed In. There is 
pathos in Betty, a little invalid, a touch of 
humor in the lecture-giving aunt who talks 
upon the bringing up of children and has no 
time to practice on her own. The necessary 
touch of mystery is there to be explained 
away and make everything come out right in 
the end. (Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Co. $1.20.) 

A group of four other books from Lothrop, 
Lee & Shepard include a volume of Scanda~ 
navian stories and three boys’ books. The 
former is the “‘ Top of the World Stories for 
Boys and Girls,"’ translated by Emilie and 
Laura E. Poulsson, pictures by Florence 
Liley Young. ($1.) They are stories of 
magic and adventure written by north coun- 
try authors slightly changed and abbreviated 
in the translation. They are worth while 
wonder stories. A first-class boys’ book is 
“Archer and the ‘ Prophet,’"’ by Edna A. 
Brown. (§1.20.) It is a good boy's school 
story. Archer is a fine chap and doesn’t 
know it. The “prophet’’ is a shadowy 
character around whom much of the interést 
hangs; there is the rich boy with pink silk 
underwear and among others a lovable small 
boy, Benny, who uses the “ plain” language 
to those of whom he is fond. 

“ The Unofficial Prefect,"" by A. T. Dudley, 
($1.25,) 1s another boys’ school story, and 
“ Dave Porter and His Double,’ by Edward 
Stratemeyer, ($1.25,) havo some interesting 
times in the latest volume in that series. The 
double makes purchases for which he does not 
pay in Dave's name, among other tricks that 
he plays. 

“ Jungie Chums," by A. Hyatt Verrill, 
(Henry Holt & Co., $1.35,) was written in 
British Guiana, much of it while the author 
was traveling in boat or canoe on the rivers 
or living ‘among the Indians. It’s a boys’ 
story, the setting truthfully portrayed, and 
the illustrations are from photographs of the 
country. “ Billy Burns of Troop A,’’ by I. T. 
Thurston, (Revell, $1,) is chuck full of the 
work and adventures of the Boy Scouts. An- 
other Scout book is ‘‘ The Boy Scout Crusoes,

NEW CHEMICAL SUPPLIES. 
We have been compelled by the 


which formerly were. neglected or 
thrown away. This is especially no- 
ticeable in the manufacture of what 
are dommonly called chemicals. For 
many of: these’ we relied upon Ger- 
many, but before the’ war our own 
output was growing. Public attention 
has been drawn to the shortage of 
dyestuffs, and*there has been no gen- 
eral appreciation ‘of a really remark- 
able increase of the production here 
of many substances which must be 
used in our manufacturing indus- 
tries. 

What was lost in the old béehive 
coke oven is now saved. From the 
smoke and the liquids that formerly 
were wasted benzol and ammonia are 
now taken and gas is produced that 
is sold. Thousands of the new by- 
product ovens have supplanted the old 
ones. The saving of benzol has been 
due mainly, it fs true, to the demand 
from makers of explosives for the 
Allies, but there is a market for this 
substance in peaceful times. Before 
the war..we made only about. one- 
quarter of the bleaching powder con- 
suméd here; now our own output is 
so large that some expect to see an 
export surplus after the war. In the 
production of nitrates from nitrogen 
in the air there has been a beginning, 
and a large factory or plant is to 
be built by the Government. There 
is .GOnservation, instead of waste, 
now in the production of sulphuric 
acid at mining and smelting works, 
and the cost is low. A great increase 
of the output of carbolic acid is 
shown. Those who are qualified to 
Lexpress: “an opinion say that.in many 
Srari@hés of the chemical {na@ustry we 
shall be able after the war not only 
to supply our own wants but also to 
make sales abroad. 

While development and production 
have been powerfully stimulated by 
the foreign demand for war supplies, 
the Needs of our own indistries will 


work and the new processes in use. 
We shall not go back to the old 
wasteful practices. If our producers 
in the new fields should be menaced 
by unfair competition from abroad, by 
offers of goods at prices below the 
jcost of making them, their interests 
willbe guarded by the national Trade 
and Tariff Commissions, and by the 
anti-dumping law recently enacted.

PROSPERITY OF THE RAILWAYS. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion reports that for the year ending 
with June last net operating revenues 
of the railways increased by $326,- 
401,568, to over a billion, the mark 
which always is noted as a record in 
this billion-dollar country. Such pros- 
perity is welcome, but might be more 
welcome at another time. It is inop- 
portune when rate increases and wage 
increases. are pending. What is an in- 
crease of wages of $100,000,000 when 
increase’ of revenues is threefold? 
Why should rates be increased when 
revenues increase so rapidly without 
the Increase of rates? The prosperity 
of the railways is undeniable if com- 
pared with their adversity, but that is 
not the comparison of economic sig- 
nificance. The true: comparison is 
with the prosperity of other under- 
takings. 

Conceding the prosperity of the 
‘Yailways, what a poor, anaemic thing 
it is compared with the prosperity of 
‘the industrials. That is the compari- 
gon which is turning hundreds of 
millions of investments from railways 
to. manufactories whose product is 
limited by the capacity of the railways 
to afford them transportation. It is at 
this timé of unprecedented income by 
the railways that they are declaring 
embargoes on trade instead of enlarg- 
ing terminals. When income Is at the 
maximum there is a shortage of cars 
for lack. of capital to supply them. 
Public bonds are offering larger re- 


country Is suffering a depreciation of 
rajlway accommodation, r relative if not 
actual, when hundreds of millions are 
‘godine into foreign bonds or domestic 
industrials. 

Even the blind, can see that the 
prosperity of the railways is limited in 
cofiparison with other prosperity.

The accompanying chart shows graph- 
ically the-enormous inflow. of the pre- 
cious métal in the last two years.

The gain in 
gold reserve since the beginning of 1914, 
it is seen, has been nearly two-thirds 
as large as the entire per capital re- 
sources in 1896.

Inflow Expected te Centinue. 


No less important from the banker’s 
point of view than the extrayrdinary 
total imported is the prospect that the 
inflow will continue for an indefinite 
period. The influence of this gold on 
credit facilities in this country cannot 
yet be estimated. Some bankers view 
the situation with considerable gravity ; 
it was rumor in the financial district 
last week that efforts might be made 
to persuade the foreign financial au- 
thorities to alter their program. Those 
favoring .such a step base their con- 
tentions on the theory that a vast ex- 
pansion of the basis for credits may 
work to promote a dangerous specula- 
tion in securities and in commercial proj- 
ects which would not be considered in 
normal times. 

This opinion is by no means general, 
and, in fact, a number of prominent 
bankers seen yesterday pooh-poohed the 
idea of any danger coming to our credit 
structure through gold importations, 
even though the total so far received 
might be’doubled before the tide turned. 

‘The tide will turn some day,” said 
one leading bank President, ‘‘ and it 
may be that we will have something to 
worry about when Europe begins to 
, draw from us. I can see no signs of 
overinflation as yet, and I do ’ hee 
lieve that an even greater accumulation 
of gold will bring it about. The place 
to watch for indications of undue use 
of credit is the Federal Reserve banks. 
If thé bank reports begin to show that 
the rediscount facilities are being made 


| use of heavily, then it will be clear that 


the banks of discount are straining 
themselves to extend greater credit to 
customers. The fact of the situation 
ly now is that the Federal Reserve 
banks are doing less in the rediscount- 
ing line than might be expected with 
business booming in ali directions. 

‘“‘It .must be remembered that the 
country’s industries are busier than théy¥ 
have ever been before. ._The steel trade, 
for instance, has never experienced any- 
thing comparable to fts currént activity, 
and’the.prospect is that an even greater 
expansion will occur next year. The 
copper trade is in the midst of simiJar 
conditions. There. are vast, legitimate 
needs for credit which did not exist in 
other periods, and it might be argued 
that enormous gold imports will do little 
more than or, the groundwork ‘for 
the credit which this country will need 


this year and next. and perhaps even 


'longer, to carry on its business with the 


rest of the world. Inflation, I think,

A MATTER OF RED TAPE. 


Processes Which Precede Shipping 
Goods to Scandinavia. 


While there has been more or less 
comment in the dry goods trade in the 
last few days about the lack of suc- 
cess a well-known local concern has had 
in getting a case of non-contraband 
cotton goods through to a consignee in 
Scandinavia as a result of the British 
blockade, the incident is not regarded 
as very serious, Export managers of 
other houses say that while they have 
had considerable red tape to unwind 
before getting goods delivered in that 
part of the world, the merchandise has 
ultimately got through ‘all right to the 
extent of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth. In the minds of ex- 
perienced export men there is no ques- 
tion that somebody did something 
wrong, but whether the mistake was 
made in the office of the shipper, or in 
that of the buying firm, or by some 
one connected with the Trade Depart- 
ment of the British Government is not 
known 

The procedure in getting’ goods de- 
livered to Scandinavia is simple enough, 
according to one well-posted export 
manager. , The order is. received and, 
as soon as it is possible to determine 


Washington requesting a “ letter of as- 
surance,’’ without which no steamship 
company will take the merchandise. In 
the letter the shipper writes to the 
embassy details are given concern- 
ing the consignee and the character and 
quantity of the goods to be shipped. 
The’ British Embassy then cables to 
London to find out whether the con- 


signee is satisfactory, that is, whether 
it is on a blacklist or not. When the 


reply {s cabled back to Washington 
and the cable expenses incurred are 
paid by the prospective shipper, the 
embassy issues or declines to issue the 
letter of assurance, depending on the 
instructions which have been received 
from the other side. 

If the answer from the Trade Depart- 
ment has been affirmative, the letter 
of assurance that is issued is taken to 
the steamship company controlling the 
boat on which the goods are to be 
shipped. If everything matches up all 
right with the letter, the company is- 
sues a permit which allows the goods 
to be delivered to shipside, After load- 
ing, the letter is attached to the ship's 
copy of the bill of lading, both of which 
sooner of later are examined by British 
naval officials.

in Addition, Bonds Are Backed by: 
Immovable Holdings of 
Church Members> 


Among other securities driven to thé 
investment market of this country by 
the exigencies of war finance are bonds 
of the Catholic Church of Canada, which 
have recently been placed to the amount 
of $350,000 with Chicago bankers. The 
bonds are those of the * L’Oevvre et 
Fabrique "' of the Parish of St. Pierre 
Claver, Montreal. They run. for .ten 
years at 5 per cent. interest and are 
aprroved by the Archbishop of Mont- 
real. 

‘For generations the Catholic church 
of Montreal and the Province of Quebec 
has ‘borrowed money in Belgium, Eng- 
land and France,” says a circular de- 
scribing the bonds. “‘ As a result of war 
in Europe the church has come to the 
United States with its 5 per ..cent. 
‘Fabrique !oan’ bonds,, the ‘ Fabrique’ 
being the church organization of any 
Roman Catholic community, which, unr 
der the laws of the Province of Quebec, 
is empowered to borrow on vote of the 
majority of the property holders in the 
parish on the security of the church 
property and all or part of the immov- 
ables of the Roman Catholic members 
of the community. 

“In other words, a ‘ Fabrique’ obli- 
gation is the first tax lien on the Catho- 
lic property in the parish raising the 
loan, about 80 per cent. of the property

RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Prices Stay High, with an Upward 
Turn In That of’ Japan. 


After a decline of about 80 cents.a 
pound from the high figures of a-month 
or so ago, the Japanese 'raw silk mar- 
ket took an upward turn on Friday. 
The cables told of an active demand 
at an advance of 15 yen ($7.50) per 
picul of 1331-8 pounds on almost all 
qualities. The visible stock ‘at Yoko- 
hama is estimated at 10,000 bales, but 
the local supply is limited, as is the 
quantity under contract. 

At Canton the market remains quiet 
and steady. Cables received by A. P. 
Villa & Bros. of this city say that 
Shanghai quotations appear too high 
at the moment to suit the. tastes of 
American buyers. On the other hand, 


the reelers are indifferent, being busy 
on past orders. 

In the Italian market there has been 
a slight deeline,. but prices continue ex- 
ceptionally high in spite of it, in com- 
parison with the Japanese quotations, 
and very little buying is being done at 
Milan for American account. In this 
country all of the silk manufacturers 
are said to be busy, except the ribbon 
makers, but the fear of labor troubies 
is apparently making them unwilling 
to commit themselves to future con- 
tracts of any size.

NEW SYSTEM AT FORDHAM. 


One-Man Athletic Direction Abol- 
ished and Alumni! Board Elected. 


A radical change in the supervision of 
the athlsatics at Fordham University was 
decided upon yesterday when it was an- 
nounced that the position of athletic 
director had been abolished. Instead 
of the former system, under which the 
finances and management of all sports 
have been directed by cne man, the 
Maroon ‘activities will be taken over by 
the new Alumni Advisory Board, It 
will be actually a group of graduate 
managers acting in concert. 

The new body, which was elected 
yesterday at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Maroon old 
grads, is composed entirely of alumni 
who have bent-their erideavors to bring 
Fordham forward in the. world of evl- 
lege sports. Arthur McAleenan of the 
New York Athletic Club was elected 
Chairman by a unanimous vote. Henry 
Heide, chosen assistant to the Chair- 
man, is the denor of the cups which are 
contested for in the annual ’Varsity- 
Faculty games each. June. The other 
members: of the committee are Dr. 
Leitner, President of the alumni; 
George McNally, 1906; Joseph Uniacke, 
and one of the Faculty, probably from 
among those instructors who are Ford- 
ham graduates. Uniacke was elected 
Secretary. 

Prior to two years ago all the sinietes 
at Fordham were run independently, 


each under its own manager + coach. 
This resulted in confusion, sopeciay 
when the surplus from one activity was 
used to help the deficits of the less 
profitable sports. In an endeavor to 
straighten out the routine it was de- 
cided ta obtain a director who would 
take. charge of all the aotivities, and 
Billy .Lush, a former professional base- 
ball player; -was engaged, but his con- 
tract was not renewed. With the choice 
of Frank Gargan as football coach it 
is also planned to draw as many of 
the coaches as possible from among 
lg ranks of the former Fordham ath- 
et 

At its first meeting yesterday it was 
decideq to abolish rowing, and -basket 
ball will be kept in abeyance until a 
new court ean be builit at Fordham. 
Two attempts have been made to intro- 
duce the crew, but each effort has been 
handicapped by .Fordham’s - distance 
from the actual scene of the daily 
practice.
